GLORIOUS NEWS.

the following dispatches from admiral lord 
Exmauth, G. C. B. addressed to John Wilson 
Croaker, Esq. 
Queen Charlotte, Algiers Bay Aug. 28, 
Sir—In all the vissisitudee of a long life of 
putlic service, no cireumstance has ever pro- 
duced on my mind sach impressions of grati- 
tude and joy as the event of vesterday. To 
huve been one of the bumble instruments, in 
the hands of Divine Providence, for bringing to 
resson « ferocious government, and destroying 
for ever the insufferable and horrid system of 
Christian slavery, can never cease to be a source 
of delight and heartfelt comfort to every indi- 
vidael happy enough to be employed in it. I 
mag, I hope, be permitted under such impres- 
sions, to offer my sincere congratulations to 
their lordships on the complete success wbich 
attended the gallant efforts of bìs majesty’s 
fleet in their attack upon Algiers af yesterday ; 
and the happy result produced from it this day 
by the signature of pesce, Thus bas a provo- 
ked war of two days’ existence been attended 
by a complete victory, and closed by a renewed 
Ronen for England and her ally, the king of the 
etheriands, oD conditions dictated by the 
firmness and wisdom of his majesty’s govern- 
ment, and commanded by the vigour of their 
measures. My thanks are justly due for the 
honor and cenfidence his majesty’s ministers 
have been pleased to repose on my zes) on this 
bigbly important occasion. The mess were 








otte, arrived at this ofbce last night with. 


by them made adequate to my own wishes, and 
the rapidity of their measures speak for them- 
selves. Not more than one hundred days since 
left Algiers with te British Heet, unsuspicious 
and ignevrant of the atrocities which had been 
committed at Bona; that fiet. on its arrival in 
England, was necessarily disbanded, and an- 
other with proportionate resources, created and 
equipped; and- although impeded in its pró- 
gress by calms änd adverse winds, has poured 
the vengeance of an insalteá nation, in chas- 
tising the cruellies of a ferocious government, 
with a promptitade bevond example, and high- 
ly bonorable co the national character, eager to 
resent oppression or cruelty, whenever he 
sed upon those under their protection. Would 
to God that in the attainment of this object Ì 
had not deeply to lament the severe loss of so 
Isny gallant officers and men ; they have pro- 
fusely bled in a contest: which hee been pecu- 
liarly marked by proofs of sach ‘devoted he- 
roism as would rouse every noble feeling, did t 
dare indalge in relating them. Their lordships 
will already have been informed, by his majes- 
ty’s sloop Jasper, of ed proceedings up to the 
14th instant, on which day he broke ground 
from Gibraltar, after a vexatious detention by 
a foul wind of four days. 

The fleet, complete in all its points, with the 
addition of five gun-boats, fitted at Gibraltar, 
departed in tbe highest spirits, and with the 
most fsvourable prospect of reaching the port 
of their destination. in three dâya; but an ad- 
verse wind destroytd the expectation of an 
Carly arrival, which was the more anxióusly 
looked for by myself, in consequence of hearing, 
the day I sailed from: Gibraltar, that a large 
army had been assembled, and that very con- 
siderable additional works were throwing up, 
nat only on both flanks of the city, but alsn 
immediately about the entrance of the Mole; 
from this 1 was apprebensive that my intention 
of making that point my priccipal object of 
attack had been discovered to the Dey by the 
same means he had heard of the expedition, 
This intelligence was, on the following night, 
greatly confirmed by the Prometheus, which k 
had dispatched to Algiers some time before, to 
endeavour to get away the consul. Captain 
Dashwood had with difficulty succeeded in 
bringing away, disguised in midshipman’s uni- 
form, his wife and daughter, leaving a boat to 
bring off their itfant child, coming down ina 
baskeg,with the surgeon, who thought he had 
composed it, but it vnhappily cried in the gate- 
way, and in consequence the sargeon, 3 mid- 


_shipmen, în all 18 persons, were seized and 


confined as slaves in the usual dungeons. ‘The 


child was sent off next morning by the Dey, 


and as & solitary instance of bis humanity, ig 
ought to be recorded by me. 7 
Captain Dashwood further confirmed, that 
about 40,000 men had been brought down frem 
the interior, and all the Janissaries called iu 
from distant gerrisons, and that they were in- 
defatigably employed in their batteries, gun- 
boats, &c. and every where strengthening the 
sea-defences.-. The Dey informed captain Desh- 
wood he knew perfecily well the armament 
was destined for Algiers, and asked him if it 
was true ; he replied, if he had such informs- 
tion #& knew as much as he did, and probably

ships were all in port, and between 40 and 50 
gun and mortar-bosts ready, with several more 
in forward repair. ‘The Dey had closel: gon. 
fined the consul, and refused either to give hi-a 
up or promise his personal safety; nor would 
he hear & word respecting the officers and men 
seized in the boats of the P rometheus.— From 
the continuance of ndverse winds and calm, 
the land to the westward of Algiers was not 
made before the 26th, and the next morning, 
at day-break, the feet was advanced in sight of 
the city, though not so nearas I intended. As 
the ships were becalmed, } embraced this op. 

ortunity of dispatching a boat, ander cever of 

he Severn, with a flag of trace, and the de- 
maunds } had to make, in the name of his royal 
highness the Prince Regent, on the Dey of Al- 

iers (of Which the accompanying are copies) ; 
Eireetin the officer to wait two or three hours 
for the Dey s answer, at which time, if no re- 

Iy was sent, he was to return to the fag-ship ; 

e was met near the Mole by tbe captain of 
the port, Wùo, on being told the answer was 
expected in ove hous, replied, that it was im- 
possible. The officer then said he would wait 
two or tbree hours ; he then observed, two 
hours W&8 Quite eufficient.…— The fleet at this 
time, by the springing up of the sea-breeze, had 


reached the bay, and were preparing the boats 


and fotiìla for service, until near two o’cloek, 
when observing my officer was returning with 
the signal flying that no answer had been re- 
ceived, after a delay of upwards of three hours, 
I instantly made the signal to know if the ships 
were all ready, which being answered in the 
aismative, the Qaeen Charlotte bore up, fol- 
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Jotved up by the fleet, for their appointed sta- 
tions ; the flag, leading in the prescribed order, 
was anchored in the entrance of the Mole, at 
about fifty yards’ distance. At this moment 
not a gun had been fired, and Î began to sus- 
ecta full compliance withthe terms which 
ad been so many hoursin their hands; at this 
period of profound silence, à shot was fired at 
us from the Mole, and t\ro at the ships to the 
northwerd then following, this was promptly 
returned by the Queen Charlotte, who was then 
Jashing to the mainmast of a brig, fast to the 
shore ìn the mouth of the Mole, and which we 
were steered for, as the guide to our position. 
— Thus commermced a fire as animated and well 
supported as, Ì believe, was ever witnessed, 
from a quarter before three until nine, without 
intermission, and which did not cease altoge- 
ther until half-past eleven.—'Fhe ships imme- 
diateiy followed me were admirahly aud caolly 
tsking their stations, with a precision even be- 
yond my most sanguine hope; and never did 
the British flag receive, on any occasion, more 
zenlous and honorable support. To look fur- 
ther on the line than immediately round me 
was perfectly impossible, but so well grounded 
was my confidence in the ga'lant officers Ï had 
the honor to command, that my mind was per- 
fectly free to attend to other objecis, and Ï 
knew them in their stations only by the des- 
tructive effect of their fire upon the walls and 
batteries to which they were opposed.—l had 
about this time the sassfaction of seeing vice- 
admiral Van Capellen's flag in the station Î 
had assigned to hit, and soon after at inter- 
wals, the remainder of his frigates, keeping up 
a well-supported fire on the flanking batteries 
hie had offered to cover us from, as it had not 
been in my power, from want of room, to bring 
him in the front of the Mole. — About sunset Ì 
received a message from rear-admiral Milne, 
conveying to me the severe loss the linpreg- 
nable was sustaining, having then 150 killed 
and waunded, and requested [ would, af pos- 
sihle, send bim a frigate to divert some of the 
fie he was under —'F'he Glasgow, near me, im- 
medieteiy werched, hit the wind haa been 
di -ven awav bv the canuonade, and she was 
obiiged 4, anchor again, having obtained ra- 
ther a Setter position than before.—l had at 
this ‚me sent orders to the exjlosion vessel, 
prver the charge of lieutenaut Fleming and 
Mr. Parker, by captain Reade cf the Engineers 
to bring ker inte the Mole: but the rear-ad- 
miral haring thought she wauld do him es- 
sentral service if exploded uuder tlie battery in 
bis front, I sent orders to this vessel to that 
effect, which were executed. 1 desired also 
the rear-adiniral might be informed, that many 
of the ships being now in flames, and certain of 
the &estrnction of the whole, f considered | 
had executed the most important part of my 
instructions, and should make every prepâïu- 
tion for witkdrawing the ships, and desired he 
would do so as soon as possible with his divi- 
sioz — There were awfal moments during the 
conflict, which I cannot now attempt to des- 
enbe, occasioned by fining the ships so near Us. 
aud ‘Ll had long resisted the entreaties of se- 
verel around me, to make the attempt Upon 
the outer frigate, distant about 100 yerds, 
which at length I gave into, and major Gossett, 
by my side, who had been eager to land his 
curps of miners, pressed me most anxiousìy for 
permison to accompany lieutenant Richards 
in this ships’ barge. The frigate was instantly 
boarded, and iu ten minutes in a perfect blaze ; 
a gallant young midshipman in rocket „boat 
No. 8, although forbidden, was led by bis ar- 
dent spirit to follow in support of the barge, in 
which he was desperately wounded, his brother 
officer killed, and nine of hiscrew. The barge, 
by rowing more rapidly, had suffered less, and 
Jost but two, —The enemy’s batteries around 
my division were about ten o'clock silenced, 
and in a state of perfect ruin and dilapidation ; 
and the fire of the ships was reserved as much 
as possible, to save powder, and reply to a few 
guns now and then bearing upon us, although 
3 fort on the upper angle of the city, on which 
vur guns could not be brought to bear, conti- 
zued to annoy the ships by shot and shells dur- 
ing the whole time, Providence at tnis inter- 
val gave to my anxious wishes the usual land 
wind, common in this bay, and my expectations 
vere completed. We were all hands employed 
warping end towing off, and, by the help of the 
light air, the whole were under sail, and came 
to anchor out of reach of shells about two in 
Ae morning, after twelve hours’ incessant !&- 
our. 


The flotilla of mortar, gun, and rocket boats, 
under the direction of their respective artillery 
officers, shared, to the full extent of their power, 
in the honour of this day, and performed good 
service ; it was by their fire all the ships in the 
port (with the exception of the outer frigate) 
were in James, which eztended rapidly over the 


whole arsenal, store-houses, and gun-boats, eX- 
hibiting a spectacle of awful grandeur and in- 
terest no pen can describe.—T'be sloops of war 
which had been appropriated to aid and assist 
the ships of the line, and prepare for their re- 
treat performed not only that éuty well, but 
embraced every opportunity of firing through 
the intervals, and were constantly in motion. 
— The shells from the bombs were admirably 
well thrown by the royal marine artillery ; and 
though thrown directly across and over us;®ol 
an accident that [ know cf occured to any ship. 
— The whole was conducted in perfect silence, 
and such a thing asa cheer 1 never heard in 
any part of the line; and that the guns were 
well worked and directed will be seen for many 
years to come, and remembered by these bar- 
barians for ever — The conducting this ship to 
her station by the masters of the fleet and ship 
excited the praise of all. Theformer has been 
my companion in arms for more than 20 years. 
— Havìng thus detailed, although but imper- 
fectly, the grogress of this short service, [ ven- 
ture to hope, that the humble and devoted 
servises of myself and the officers und men of 
every description [ have the honor to command, 
will be received by his royal highness the prince 
Regent with his accustomed grace. The ap- 
probation of our services by our sovereign, and 
the good opinion nf our countrv, will, I venture 
to affirm, be received by us all with the highest 
satisfaction.—lf [ attempted to name to their 
lordships the numerous officers who, in such a 
conflict, have been at d:fferent periods more 
conspicuous than their companions, E should 
do injastike to many; and I trust there is no 
officer in the fleet [ have the honor to command 
who will doubt the grateful feelings 1 shall ever 
cherish for their unbounded and unlimited sup- 
port. Not an officer nor man cenfined his ex- 
ertions within the precise limits of their own 
duty ; all were cager to attempt services which 
1 found more diffieulty to restsain than excite ; 
and ne where was (his feelin, more conspicuous 
than in my own captain, and those officers im- 
medtately about my persun. My gratitude and 
thanks are due to all under my command, a» 
well as to vice-admi;al Capellen, and the otli- 
cers of the squuadrun of his majesty tbe king of 
tbe Netherlands: and 1 trust they will believe 


that the recallection of their services will never 
cease but with my life. In no instance have 1 


ever seen more energy and zeal: from the 
youngest midshijmen to tbe highest ranks, all 
seerned animated by one soul, and of wiich Ì 
shall with delight bear testimuny to their tord- 
ships, whenever that teslimony can be useful. — 
I have conâided this dispatch to rear-admiral 
Milne, my second in command, from whom Ì 
have received, during the whole service in- 
trusted to me, the most cordial and honorable 
sopport, He is perfectly informed of every 
transaction of the fleet, from the earliest period 
of my command, and is fully competent to give 
their lordships satisfaction on eny points which 
1 may have overlaoked or heve not time to 
state. I trust Ll huve obtained from him his 
esteem and regard, and [ regret 1 have not 
sooner been known to him—Th@ necessary 
papers, together with the defects of the ships 
and the return of killed and wounded, accom- 
pany this dispatch; and f am happy to say 
captains Ekins and Coode are doing well, as 
also the whole of the wounded. By accounts 
from the shore, 1 understand che enemy’s loss 
in killed and wounded is between 6 and 7,000 
men.—l recemmend my officers and fleet to 
their lordships’ protectian and favour.
